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Airport 
projects 
take off

Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
modernization projects are 
taking off without a hitch. 

According to reports put 
together by airport officials, 
on-going projects are going as 
planned and future projects 
are expected to be started on 
schedule. 

“Everything’s going well or 
better than expected,” said 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara. 

There are currently 12 major 
projects under construction at 
Metro and seven scheduled to 
begin in the near future. 

Although officials believe 
each project necessary, McNa- 
mara said the most important 
at the moment is the building of 
the south access road. 

Already under construction, 
the project is considered an in- 
tegral part of the of the pack- 
age of improvements at the air- 
port. It is designed to allow air- 
port access from the south to 
east. The entry point will be lo- 
cated off Eureka Road between 
Wayne and Merriman roads. It 
will run through the airport 
property, tunnel under two run- 
ways and end up above ground 
at the proposed new terminal. 

“It is the key to expansion of 
the airport,” McNamara com- 
mented. 

„ The project is expected to 
cost in excess of $115 million. 
Although complete funding for 
the project has not yet been ac- 
quired, money to begin the pro- 
ject was won by Congressmen 
William D. Ford and John D. 
Dingell and McNamara antici- 
pates money will be available 
when it is needed again. 

“I don’t anticipate any prob- 
lems,” he said. 

Other projects now under 
construction include: a new air 
traffic control tower; a new 
rescue and firefighting facilit- 
y; an aircraft maintenance 
complex and a 3,200-space 
parking deck. 

Future projects include: a 
new crosswind runway; a 
fourth parallel runway; an air- 
field lighting and monitoring 
project; stormwater control 
improvements and the design 
and construction of a new ter- 
minal complex. 

The projects are expected to 
cost in excess of $1 billion. 

“These improvements are a 
part what 1 consider the most 
important project in southeast 
Michigan,” McNamara said.

New contract may guarantee 
quicker response from police

Police and city officials 
shook hands on an agreement 
designed to promote peace 
throughout Romulus last week. 

After more than a year of de- 
liberation, Romulus Police 
cadettes, dispatchers and offic- 
ers signed a new contract 
which will allow more patrol 
cars on the streets at night. 

“There was a series of about 
six different drafts written up 
on this contract and we’re hap- 
py to say that arbitration 
wasn’t needed and the officers 
passed the agreement 27 to 20, ’ ’ 
said operations Lt. Eric 
Painter. 

The small margin of consent 
was due to what Painter calls 
the biggest benefit of the new 
contract. It states that officers 
will now be allowed to operate 
one-man units after dark, a 
topic that originally caused 
officers to voice concern. 

“Some were worried that it 
would make the job more 
dangerous, but that won’t be 
the case," Painter said. “We 
wouldn’t send them out if they 
weren't properly prepared." 

So a re-education process 
will be taking place. Dispatch- 
ers will be learning the import- 
ance of prioritizing calls, while 
officers are trained on defense 
tactics and the importance of 


waiting for back-up whenever 
necessary. 

“We’ll be teaching them how 
to do the right thing for their 
own protection,” Painter said. 

The officers will also be 
equipped with more personal 
weapons. 

“Chemical agents will be 
attached to the belt alongside 


the handgun and telescoping 
baton, and we’ll be sure the 
officers know what to do in any 
given situation.” 

Once the training process is 
complete and the one-man pat- 
rols begin, residents may 
notice more patrol cars on the

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Man charged with 
negligent homicide

A preliminary examination 
was slated yesterday for a 
Romulus man charged with 
negligent homicide in the July 
21 death of a Belleville man. 

Matthew Patrick Kelly, 28, of 
Romulus was arraigned in 34th 
District Court in connection 
with the death of Herbert 
Hoerig Jr., 24, of Belleville. Re- 
sults of the examination were 
not available at press time. 

Hoerig was walking on Hag- 
gerty road, near McBride 
Street, in Van Buren Township 
when he was struck by a pickup 
truck driven by Kelly. Hoerig 
later died of severe head in- 
juries which he suffered in the 
incident. 

Both men were drinking at 


the same bar, located near the 
site of the accident, prior to 
Hoerig being struck by the 
pickup truck, but police said 
the two men did not know each 
other. 

Blood alcohol tests taken by 
Kelly indicated that he was 
legally drunk at the time of the 
accident. Kelly was taken into 
custody by Van Buren 
Township police and charged 
with driving under the influ- 
ence of alcohol. He was re- 
leased later the same day. 

Results of the examination 
will determine whether Kelly 
will face trial in Wayne County 
Circuit Court on felony 
charges. If convicted on the 
charges, Kelly could be sent- 
enced to up to two years in pris- 
on and fined $2,000. 


Schools count down 
to a better future

Although the fourth-Friday 
count showed enrollment is 
down in Romulus Community 
Schools, the future is looking 
brighter. 

Because of the recent tech- 
nological advances brought 
into the district, officials be- 
lieve an increase in enrollment 
may be inevitable. 

“The school district is al- 
ways a major draw to people 
with children who are looking 
to settle in an area,” said Ter- 
rel M. LeCesne, assistent su- 
perintendent for administra- 
tive services. “As our district 
continues to improve, we’re 
sure to attract new comers.” 

The improvements came 
thanks to the selling of a $45 
million bond issue which 
allowed school officials to 
purchase 1,200 computers and 
other advanced systems. The 
computers have already been 
installed in Wick Elementary 
and Barth and Hale Creek 
elementary schools will see the 
same improvements before the 
end of the year. 


“With just the improvements 
we’ve done so far, we’ve 
already become a very attrac- 
tive school system to neighbor- 
ing districts and with the new 
technology and innovations, 
we’re sure to become more 
attractive,” LeCesne said. 

In the meantime, the school 
continues to support 4.080 chil- 
dren. 62 less than last year. 
Although this count is usually 
done the fourth Friday after 
Labor Day each year to deter- 
mine how much state aid will 
be needed for each particular 
school district state-wide, this 
is not the case for Romulus. 

After recently climbing out 
of the depths of poverty (in- 
formula), and becoming one of 
the "new rich” school district 
(out-of-formula), Romulus is no 
longer clibible for general state 
aid. 

“We can now support 
ourselves through taxes so the 
fourth-Friday count is done 
now just for us to account for 
the kids,” said LeCesne. “We 
did expect it to be down this 
year but we look forward to the 
future and better things to 
come."

“Fire Won’t Wait - Plan Your Escape” is the focus of Fire Prevention Week, Oct. 6 to 12. 

Next week commemorates the 120th anniversary of the great Chicago fire which killed 250 persons, 
destroyed 17,400 buildings and left 100,000 homeless. Since the first Fire Prevention Week was proclaimed by 
President Warren Harding in 1922, leaders of the state and nation have continued the annual observation to 
inform citizens of the dangers of fire and to educate them on steps to prevent future tragedies. 

In 1990, 53,301 fires, resulting in 242 deaths, were reported in Michigan. Of the total structural fires last year. 
67 percent were home fires and 91 percent of the resulted deaths occurred in the home, according to the 
Michigan Fire Chiefs Association. 

The large number of home fires have prompted state and local fire officials to direct their attention to 
encouraging the use of smoke detectors and establishing a home fire escape. In recent years, the National Fire 
Protection association has sponsored its Exit Drills in the Home program which focuses on installing and 
maintaining smoke detectors as a early warning system and developing and practicing a home fire escape 
plan. 

Fire chief and public safety directors from Wayne, Westland, Romulus, Inkster, Canton Township and the 
Belleville area and heading up local efforts to bring inform adults and youngsters about fire safety.

It’s a simple saying, but if families follow 
the advice, lives could be saved. 

Next week is fire prevention week, and the 
theme this year is: “Fire don’t wait-plan 
your escape." Deputy Fire Director Wayne 
Bennett is encouraging all Wayne residents 
to have a fire escape plan and practice that 
plan periodically. 

“Everyone should know at least two ways 
of escaping the house,” Bennett said. “A 
meeting place should also be established 
when you get out of the house. ” 

Wayne residents should install a smoke de- 
tector on every floor of the house, according 
to Bennett: 

“The ideal thing would be to have a smoke 
detector on the outside of every sleeping 
area,” Bennett said. "You should also check 
the batteries on the detectors when you 
change the time on the clock in the fall and in 
the spring.” 

Other helpful fire tips include: Keep cook- 
ing areas clear of combustibles, don’t leave 
food unattended, keep matches away from 
children and check all electrical cords for 
cracks or fraying.

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As far as Romulus Fire Chief William Greens- 
lait is concerned, nothing can fight a fire better 
than awareness. 

That’s what he loves about Fire Prevention 
Week. 

“This is the one time of the year that everyone’s 
attention is brought to the dangers of fire and we 
like to take advantage of it,” Greenslait said. 

This year, Romulus firemen will take the 
opportunity to educate elementary school chil- 
dren on fire safety. Firemen will begin touring 
schools next week with Ronald McDonald to let 
kids know that awareness and safety could save 
lives. 

“Each year, there’s a large loss of lives and 
property due to fires,” Greenslait said. "If every- 
one would take the time to inspect their homes 
and remain aware, these figures could drop and 
lives could be saved.” 

He suggests that residents take a look through- 
out the home to be sure that electrical plugs are 
not overloaded, that electrical cords are not in 
need of repair and that smoke detectors are in 
working order.

In keeping with the theme, Fire Marshall Art 
Winkel offered advice to local residents. “The 
most important fire safety tip is evacuation of the 
house.

The Canton Fire Safety House offers a unique 
means for planning such an escape. The 25-foot 
mobile classroom lets children experience a fire- 
hke situation in a house environment.

Children are taught to crawl on the floor to 
escape the effects of the smoke and experience 
crawling through a window The house is avail- 
able to groups and local schools for demonstra- 
tions. 

To date, 1,400 children have been through the 
house since it beeme operational in May

During Fire Prevention Week, the emphasis of 
the Van Buren Public Safety Department will be 
on fire escape plans, said Director Mark Perkins. 

“It is important for parents to sit down with 
their children and plan how to escape from a fire. 
After the plans are made, fire drills should be 
conducted at least twice a year,” Perkins said. 
“Everyone in the family should be aware of two 
ways out of each room, and should practice using 
each escape route. 

"It is important to get out quickly and to meet at 
a pre-arranged location. Once out of the burning 
structure, individuals should not return for any 
reason,” the public safety director said 

After everyone has evacuated the structure, 
the fire department should be called. Each family 
member should know how to call the fire depart- 
ment. 

“Children should be taught that matches and 
lighters are not toys, and adults should keep their 
smoking materials stored safely,” Perkins said. 
“Even the youngest children can understand that 
they must go outside whenever they smell smoke, 
hear a smoke detector alarm or see a fire where it 
doesn’t belong.” Perkins said.

National Fire Prevention Week should be 
remembered as an time to check the batter- 
ies in household smoke detectors, according 
to Westland Fire Marshall Robert Perry. 

“This week is a good time to annually 
check batteries in smoke detectors,” Perry 
said. 

And since school is in session during 
National Fire Prevention Week, Perry said it 
is a good time to remind students about fire 
safety and to give them some fire safety tips. 

“Teachers and parents can sit them down 
and talk to the child about an escape plan and 
a place for family members to meet,” Perry 
said. "This is important so that nobody runs 
back into the house, thinking that someone 
from the family is still in there.” 

This is how many deaths fire related 
deaths occur, according to Perry. 

Each year Westland firefighters lead 
school children through the fire safety house. 
After instructing them how to react if a fire 
was to occur, a simulated fire is created with- 
in the house and the students have the oppor- 
tunity to practice escaping a fire.

Fire safety is a year-around job, stressed 
Edgar Frazier, Inkster deputy fire chief. 

"You read about it daily in the newspapers how 
a life or a family was wiped out and could have 
been saved if their smoke detector had been oper- 
ational,” Frazier said. “But it wasn’t, and the 
person becomes a statistic. 

“Tragedy and loss of property can be avoided 
by taking a few minutes to check batteries in the 
detectors," Frazier continued "If they are dead, 
change them. Make sure your smoke detectors 
work. You may have heard the saying a hundred 
times before, but it’s true - that the life you save 
may be your own.” 

Frazier also wished to remind residents to 

• Test your smoke detector once a month and 
replace the batteries regularly; 

• Make sure ail family members know what the 
smoke detector sounds like so they will not hesi- 
tate to exit the building when they hear its warn- 
ing sound: 

• Teach even your youngest children that they 
need to get outside whenever they smell smoke, 
see a fire where it doesn't belong or hear the 
smoke detector

A Westland man accused of 
sexually abusing his 16-year- 
old daughter has been ordered 
by the court to stay away from 
his family, according to Sgt. 
Laura Moore of the Westland 
Police Department. 

Roger Stewart Martz, 43, 
was charged with two counts of 
first-degree criminal sexual 
conduct and two counts of 
second-degree criminal sexual 
conduct last month, Moore 
said. 

Last week Martz appeared at 
a preliminary examination be- 
fore 18th District Court Judge 
Gail McKnight who increased 
his bond to $20,000. 

“The bond was raised at the 
hearing because he violated his 
previous bond which stated he 
was to have no contact with the 
family,” Moore said. “They’re 
all witnesses and the reason he 
is contacting them is to put 
pressure on his family.” 

The girl came to police Aug. 8 
and a warrant was issued for 
the arrest of Martz Aug. 23. 


Moore said. Before going to the 
police she confronted her 
mother with the story, who 
then told her to confront her 
father, according to Moore. 

“When she told her mother, 
she told her to tell her father, 
and he punched her in the 
face,” Moore said. “We know 
her mother was aware of it for 
at least a year.” 

The girl told police that she 
had been forced to perform 
oral sex on her father and to 
undergo other sexual acts, 
Moore said. 

Two older sisters have also 
admitted to being sexually 



abused by their father, accord- 
ing to Moore.

Area orchards have yielded a 
fine crop of apples for many 
f uses this fall - apples for pies, 
cakes, salads, cider, apple- 
sauce and eating. 

A celebration for the bumper 
crop will be staged this 
weekend in Huron Township 
when the 12th annual Huron 
Township Applefest is slated. 

Fun, food and entertainment 
highlight the event, but the 
focus, obcourse, is on the apple 
- Jonatl^n, McIntosh, Red De- 
licious, Golden Delicious, 
Rome Beauties and Northern 
Spys. 

At 10 a.m. Saturday, the best 
local cooks and bakers will be 
vying for top honors in com- 
petitions for the best apple pie, 
apple butter and apple jelly. 

Good cooks know that each 
variety of apple has its own 
best uses, and they pass along 
some tips to help people select 
the proper apple for baking, 
use in salads or for munching 
fresh from the orchard. 

Jonathans and McIntosh ap- 
ples can be used for salads, 
pies, sauces, baked and eaten 
fresh, while Red Delicious are 
best eaten fresh or used in 
salads, apple experts say. Gol- 
den Delicious also can be used 
for many purposes, but should 
not be used for pies, they say. 

Rome Beauties are best 
suited for pies and for baking 
as are Northern Spys. 

When'«toring fresh-picked 
apples from local orchards, 
keep the fruit cool, growers 
advise. 

Apples will stay fresh in a 
cool garage or basement for 
several weeks. When storing 
apples, cover them with a 
blanket or cardboard. To main- 
tain the apples freshness for 
the maximum amount of time, 
wrap each apple individually 
with newspaper. 

When frozen, apples can be 
kept for months and still retain 
their fresh-picked taste. To 
freeze, apples should be sliced, 
peeled and cored and then 
soaked in lemon or pineapple 
juice ot prevent discoloration 
Drain, sprinkle a bit of surgar 
on them and store in freezer 
bags.
